COST $50,000,000; 
HUNDREDS KILLED 


Two-Thirds of City Destroyed 
and 400,000 Persons 
Are Homeless, 


TORTURE MANY TO DEATH 


Wesleyan Mission School for Blind 
Among Places Which Are 
Robbed After Battle. 


REBELS OPEN NANKING ATTACK 


HANKOW, Nov. 5, via Wu-Hu, Nov. 8.— 
Two-thirds of the city of Hankow has been 
Gestroyed by fire, which followed the im- 
Peria! troops’ attack on the city. The lowest 
estimate of the loss is $50,000,000. Four hun- 
dred thousand persons are destitute Hun- 
Greds of haif-burned bodies lie among the 
ruins. Many of them are the bodies of 
women and children. 

The custom house, the postoffice, and the 
American missions have been spared. The 
city has been looted, the imperialists tak- 
ing a hand in the pillage. Impérialist offi- 
cers tried to check this work, and executed 
a number of the soldiers. 

Refugees were deprived of their loot on 
entering the British concession, cartioads 
of valuable furs, silks, and jewelry being 
seized. It is suggested that the Red Cross 
receive the proceeds. 


Blame Rebels for Fires, 

On Friday afternoon the consuls appealed 
to the imperialists to cease burning the 
town. A proclamation, which was issued 
immediately, deciared the rebels were re- 
sponsible for the fires, and ordered that these 
be checked. The following day new fires 
started in various quastors, 

The David Hill Memorial school for the 
blind, connected with the Wesleyan mission, 
bas beet 166t6d, while, in contrast, all the 
mission property in Wu-Chang, which Is heid 
by the revolutionaries, has been protected. 

A few hundred of the revolutioniats are 
still in Hankow. Riflemen on opposite sides 
of the Han river fought all day Saturday 
and there has been similar fighting today. 
but steadily decreasing in volume. There 
is much open revolutionary talk among the 


imperialists. 
Hear Tales of Brutality. 


Foreigners who have noi been given the op- 
portunity of se ing the engagements except 
at a distance are hearing horrifying stories 
of brutality. The imperialists have hanged 


them to death, prodded them with bayonets, 
or crushed them to death with stones.

They were investigating 
the death of John M. Quinn, which took place 
early Saturday morning In connection with 
Quinn's death the man’s wife was taken into 
custody. 

Quinn was shot and mortally wounded 
while In his bed at 4 o'clock.In the morning 
at his residence at 11050 Michigan avenue. 

Charlies H. Carey, one of the boarders, ran 
for a doctor and the police. Dr Fred A. 
Bonfield, 131 East One Hundred and Eleventh 
street, arrived in ten minutes with Lieut. 


sington station close behind him. Quinn told 
the doctor he had been shot while asleep and 
did not know his assailant. He died soon 
alter. 


Woman Taken Into Custody. 

Mrs. Quinn was taken into custody. She 
said her hupband had been shot by burglars 
Chere were circumstances about the tragedy, 
however, which she could not explain satis 
factorily, and it was decided to hold herasa 
suspect. 

Examination of Mrs. Quinn wag resumed 
the next murning. She waa asked to tell the 
story of her past life and did so, but the police 
discovered in her stury, while she mentioned 
a first marriage to a man named McVonaid. 
she neglected to state she had been married 
to Warren Thorpe in Jackson. Mich. 

Yesterday two Chicago detectives went to 
Jackson and began a thorough inyuiry. As 
a result they discovered the secund husband 
Thorpe, had been murdered in the aight 'n 
much the same manner as Quinn had. Also 
they learned that some time before Thorpe 
was killed hit mother, who was living with 
him, had died under circumstances that have 
never been explained. 

In the Thorpe case Mrs. Quinn—then Mrs. 
Thorpe—insisied her husband had been shot 
to death by burglars. As in the case of 
Quinn's death she said she was awakened in 
the night by the explosion of a pistol, to find 
her husband writhing in his last agonies by 


her side.

The police of Jackson were not satisfied 
with this explanation, and arrested Mrs 
Thorpe They never were able to clear up 
the mystery, however, and the woman 
finally was set free. 

In their Investigation the Chicago detec- 
tives discovered a son of Thorpe who was in 
the house at the time his father was killed.

Former Municipal Satine McKenzie Cle- 
land, who finished eleventh among the &u- 
perior court candidates, contencs Albert C 
Barties was not legally elected to the Su- 
perior court, though fifth in the results, be- 
cause he was nominated for one of the first 
four or old judgeships and not for cone of 
the six new pdésitions which he would get on 
the face of the returns. .Cleiand said he 
would take steps to get the office, supplenting 
Barnes. 


Barnes Defies Cleland. 

Barnes defied Cleland and contended the 
issue raised by Cleland wag settled by the 
election commissioners before the printing of 
the ballots, when it was decided not to sepa- 
rate the ten candidates into “old” and 
“new " groups, but to put all ten together 
and let the voters choose any ten, splitting 
the tickets at will, 

Charies E. Zoliars, who received 1,079 votes 
as an Independent candidate, announced he 
would institute proceedings contesting the 
legality of the election of the six new judges, 
if not the entire ticket. He says the new 
candidates were nominated by managing 
committees as provided by legislative enact- 
ment, which he wil! attack as unconstitution- 
al. He holds it deprives citizens of the right 
of choosing their candidates. 

“I'm elected; there is no question about It,” 

said Mr. Cleland yesterday afternoon. “1 
shall expect my certificate of election from 
Gov. Deneen If I do not get it—but I believe 
my claim will be recognized as legal—then | 
will take what steps may be necessary to 
get my rights.” ~ 

And he hit his fist down on his desk. 


Barnes States His Position. 

Fo:imer Judge Barnes was v-sibly per- 
turbed by the attack on his election, and sat 
for a time hearing the canvass of the elec- 
tion returns in the ccmmissioners’ rooms in 
the city hall. There he conferred with Cle- 
land. but the two widely disagreed. 
“There was nothing in the law to compel 
the grouping of the candidates,"’ said former 
Judge Barnes. “* The. commissioners decid- 
ed there should be free opportunity for inde- 
pendent voting, for split tickets, so the fen 
candidates of each party were bunched to- 
gether. No distinction was made between 
old and new, and it was not a question of any 
one candidate running for any one office; the 
ten highest men were to be elected. I'm one 
of thcse ten. and most certainly shal! insist 
that I’m elected.” 


Might Void Whole Election. 
Moreover, it was pointed out that should 
Barnes be declared not elected a large per 
centage of all ballots would have to be cast 
out, voiding the entire election. for if voters 
were privileged to vote for only four primary 
nominees. all those ballots cast for five, in- 
cluding Barnes, were spoiled. 

President Czarnecki of the election com- 
missioners insisted there was no occasion 
for grouping the candidates; that the ten 
highest were to win. and that certificates 
would be issued on that basis. 

“If there is anything illegal or improper,” 
he said. “ let fhe issue be taken to the Su- 
preme court.” 

County Judge Owens, who approved of the 
decision of the commissioners at the time. 
said after the tangle developed yesterday 
that he had no doubt Barnes was legally 
elected and entitled to the certificate. 
Judge William H. McSurely, chief justice of 
the Superior court discussing the assign- 
ments of the new judges, said: 

* Presuming the ten announced winners 
were legally elected,"’ he said, “I shall re- 
arrange the aféignment of the judges after 
the installations. There is some conflict as to . 
the time the new judges are to take office. 
The old act designated the first Tuesday tn 
December, but the new law puts the time at 
the qualifying of the elected ones through 
filing and getting certificates.” 

Push Perjury Charges Today. 
County Judge Owens wili decide toaay what 
action he will take. egainst lodging house 
keepers who filed with the election commis- 
sioners affidavits containing names of illega} 
voters. | 
Two lodging house keepers—Peter Swenton, 
manager of the Manhattén hotel, 8065 South 
State street, and Edward J Hogan, propri- 
etor of ‘‘ Hogan's Fiop."’

jail, will be taken before the judge on charges 
of perjury. Other proprietors ‘must: show 
cause why they should not be punished for 
contempt because of irregularities in the 
affidavits which they filed. 

Judge Owens is expected to hold several! of 
the lodging house Keepers to the grand jury 
and State's Attorney Wayman is ready to 
prosecute those who laid ‘the foundation for 
the casting of fraudulent votes in the ipa 3 
cial election on Tuesday. 

Some idea of the enormous shrinkage in 
certain precincts where the lodging house 
voters predominate is shown by the fact that 
in only three polling placés in the First ward 
were more than 100 votes cast. In the Fifth 
precinct of the First ward, where 334 lodging 
Louse residents voted in the city election, only 
42 voted Tuesday.

Thewfight made by Blankenburg was re- 
markable. Facing a normal Republican ma- 
jority of between 75.000 and 100,000 and a can- 
didate backed up by United States Senator 
Penrose and State Senator James P. M>- 
Nichol; the organization leader of this city, 
he battled his way to victory against oddés 
which would have deterred a less determincd 
candidate. 

The significance of the Blankenburg land- 
slide can be appreciated when the totai vote 
of 268.224 is taken into consideration. 

Outside of mayor the other regular Repub- 
lican candidates won, with the possible ex- 
ception of the office of clerk’ of Quarter Ses- 
sions court It is probable that it will be 
necessary to have the officia) vote to decide 
the winner of one other county office. 


HARMON SEES A LANDSLIDE. 

Columbus, O., Nov. &—Basing his op:nion 
upon the results in Massachusetts, Ken- 
tucky, and Ohio. and other points where 
Democratic candidates were elected yester- 
day, Gov Judson Harmon tocay predicted a 
national Democratic landslide next year.

he must be in hiding. Most of the political 
chieftains are out in the open emitting !n- 
terviews of a jJjublinnt tone and roseate 
prophecies regarding events in 1012. 

The regular Republicans and the regular 
Democrats agree that the balloting indi- 
cates what Is going to happen in.the presi- 
cential election next year, though they dis- 
agree as to the character of the happening. 
The Republicans are sure the Republican 
fuccerses mean the re@lection of Taft; while 
the Democrats are sure the Democratic 
victories presage their capture of the national 
administration. 

The progressive Republicans and progres- 
sive Democrats assert that the results con- 
stitute the moet damaging blow ever given 
to boss rule in each party, and indicate that 
none but a thoroughgoing progressive can 
be elected president. 


Cause of Regulars’ Joy. 

The capture of the legislatures in New 
York and New Jersey, the election of a Re- 
Publican governor of Maryland, and the re- 
turn of a Republican representative from the 
Fourteenth congressional district of Penn- 
sylvania have filled the regular Republicans 
with joy. 

Some of them gleefully call attention to 
the reduction of Foss’ plurality in Massa- 
chusetts and the retention of the Louden- 
Slager congressional! district in New Jersey 
as evidence that Republican insurgency is on 
the wane.

Allen made his departure from this country 
secretly. He is now elther in Europe or on 
his way across the oc¢an, and his destination 
is unknown. 

The fact of his departure became public 
yesterday, when it was learned that Allen's 
wife and her daughter, Margaret, and their 
faithful housekeeper, Georgia Quinlan, to- 
gether with Mrs. Charlies W. Allen and her 
daughter, Gertrude, had safled during the | 
day from New York, that the Kenosha home 
of the Allens had been closed permanently, ; 
and that friends of the family had been quiet- 
ly informed that it might be years before 
they would see any of them again. 

Allen himself has been out of the limelight 
ever since he made his fina) settlement with 
the government.

RUSSELL, SEA WRITER, DEAD; 
TRAVELED TO MANY LANDS. 


Went on Ship at Age of 13—First 
Book Success, Although Play Be- 
fore That Failed. 


LONDON, Nov. 8&—William Clark Russell, 
writer of stories of the sea, died today. He 
had been bedridden since last April. Mr. 
Russell was born in New York in 1844 of Eng- 
lish parents. At the age of 18 he went to sea. 
His voyages carried him to Australia, Indla, 
China, and other lands, and gave him an in- 
sight into the customs of many countries. 

After quitting the sea he became associated 
with the old London Review. Then came his 
first serious literary attempt, which was a 
five act blank verse tragedy called “ Fra 
Angelo.” It was not a success. 

In 1868 the writer married. His first tale of 
the sea was entitied “John Holdsworth, 
Chief Mate.” The book wasa success. His 
next story, “ The Wreck of the Grosvenor,” 
found wide acceptance. Many critics put 
that story among his best‘ efforts. Other 
books which met with a hearty reception 
were ‘My Danish Sweetheart,’ “ The Gold- 
en Hepe,’’ “The Death Ship,” and “A Sea

Disagreement on Adjourn- 
ment Gives Governor Power 


to Prorogue Session. 
PRECEDENT IN WAR DAYS. 


House Wants Recess, but Senate 
Wishes to Quit All Busi- 
ness Sine Die.

[RY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield. Ill., Nov. 8—[Special.)—The 
Senate tonight refused to reconsider its reso- 
lution. calling for final adjournment of the 
lilinolg legislature tomorrow. The house 
will attempt to have a quorum tomorrow, 
but Intends to refuse a sine die adjournment 
and ship back a joint resolution calling for 
a recess of the extra session unti! Jan. 2, 
1912. 

After a conference tonight a mejority of the 
senators cecided to refuse to accept the re- 
ceets proposition, This. it is believed, will 
afford Gov. Deneen an opportunity to pro- 
rogue the general assembly. This action, if 
taken by the governor, will be followed im- 
mediately by a call for a second special ses- 
$i0n to consider at least a dozen propositions 
deemed highly important by the governor. 

Gov. Deneen would give no countenance 
tonight to the proroguing theory. Senators 
who should be in intimate touch with the 
plans of the administration asserted with 
the greatest confidence that the pariia- 
mentary completion of the act of disagree- 
ment between the two houses, as conitem- 
plated by the state constitution, will be the 
instant signal for @ proclamation of pro- 
roguement. 


Precedent During Civil War. 

This has been exercised just once, accoré- 
ing to the curbstone historians, in the his- 
tory of the state. The first Gov. Yates sum- 
marily dismissed the legislature in war time 
at a period when there was a strong anti- 
umon majority in the genera! assembly, at 
outs with the Lincoln administration at 
Washington and with Gov. Yates’ manage- 
ment of state affairs. 

The situation has reached a crisis, and a 
showdown between the senate and the house 
is set for tomorrow. Telegrams and tele- 
phone messages which went out tonight de- 
mand the presence of the senators at 9 o’clock 
temorrow morning. At 10 o'clock the house 
will meet and there is every indication that 
there will not be enough members present to 
do business. 

The only business in sight for the house 
is to pass three appropriation bilis which 
were advanced to third reading tonight by 
a nominal quorum of the house. Two of 
these bills are necessery to pay the salaries 
and expenses of the clerical help which hag 
been required by the present special session. 


Bill to Repair Capito] Dome. 

‘The third, carrying $12,500, is for repairs to 
the dome of the capitol building, which was 
wrecked in the Springfield storm of early fall. 
This bill, it is understood the governor haa 
been advised, is illegal under the call for the 
present specia] session and he has intimated 
that if it should be passed he will veto 
it on the ground of ite unconstitutionality. 
Under the constitution 102 votes will be re- 
quired to pass these three appropriation 
measures with emergency clause attached, as 
will be necessary, and there is not e chance 
in sight that these votes will be forthcom- 
ing. 

May Elect U. 8. Senator, 

The purpose of the house organization, 
however, is to force a recess until] after 
the holidays and the failure of 102 members 
to be present tomorrow will furnish the 
necessary excuse.

PEKING, Chihli Province, China, Sept. 14 
~The average American is more familiar with 
the art of the Sioux Indian than with Chinese 
art. Though he have Mark Twain's con- 
tempt for Italian masters, he knows their 
names, in a way has them graded according 
to merit He {s not unwilling to pretend to 
know something of Greek art. But how many 
know the name of a Chinese artist, much 
less that China has produced artista who 
rank beside the greatest that Burope has 
given us? 

It is not easy to account for this.. A great 
many Americans have a speaking acquaint- 
ance with Japanese art; they’ can at least 
tell whether a thing Is or Is not Japanese; 
a few can name a Japanese artist or two, 


Writing and Painting Both. De-| 


Probably not one American in a thousand 
ever saw a real Chinese painting. Perhaps 
not twe in a thousand are aware that China 


was great in artists when the Japanese were’ 


barbarians; that for her art, religion, archt- 
‘tecture, porcelain. silks, and other important 
elenients of life. Japan is indebted to China. 
The Japanese national costume is a Chinese 
costume long since extinct, to be found now 
only in old paintings and prints. Only an ex~- 
pert, on seeing an early Chinese painting, 
would know that it was not Japanese. 


Japanese Best Critics. 


Long ago Japan drew her inspiration from 
the middle kingdom. Today the Japanese are 
the best critics and the greatest admirers of 
Chinese art. 

There is a reason for this. Because the 
roots of their art -were transplanted from 
China, the Japanese artist easily compre- 
hends what the Chinese artist ls driving at 
This is more than we can do“until we throw 
overboard our own artistic canons. As Mar- 
guerye expresses it, “to appreciate Chinese 
painting, the westerner must forget his own 
mental preconceptions, throw over his own 
artistic education, every critical tradition, 
and all hfs esthetic baggage that has accu- 
mulated from the Renaissance to our own 
days.. He must especially refrain from com- 
paring Chinese paintings with any “of the 
famous canvases which cover the walls of 
European collections, public or private.” 


Chinese Reject Western Art. 


In the eighteenth century two Jesuits were 
attached to the Chinese imperial @urt as 
painters. They did portraits of the emperor, 
the emprese, and officials. The Chinese were 
astonished at first; astoni#ehment gave fway 
to a kind of resentment, and western art waa 
rejected. The flesh tints, the chiaroscuro, 
and the projection of shadows shocked the 
Chinese. 

On other occasions the Chinese have met 


the. pre-Raphaelites. ‘ Whistler,” 
Bushei, “ alone of the west perhaps has some- 
thing of the noble simplicity of Chinese con- 
ception,’ the subtlety of their color echemes, 
and the intensity with which they aim at the 
most direct and tglifng expression of their 
theme.” 

It is significam that the development of art 
in China—atid the same is true in general of 
her Mterature and other phases of her na- 
tional tife—shows a certain unity from be- 
ginning to end. The Chinese artist, first a 
draftsman and a calligraphist, has never got- 
ten entirely away from graphic art. To put 
it another way, to write Chinese characters 
one must be an artist. 


Writing and Painting One Art. 

The Chinese themselves are conscious of 
this inseparable bond bétween writing and 
painting. It was finely expressed by Sung 
Lien, who edited a history of the Yuan 
dynasty in the fourteenth century. Speak- 
ing: of Shih Huang, the reputed Inventor of 
painting, and Teang Chieh, a minister of the 
famous Yellow Emperor of Chinese mythoil- 
ogy, he declares that they were both inapired, 
one inventing writing, the other painting. 

“ Writing and painting are not separaté 
arte. Their origin wag one and the same. 
When heaven and earth were first separated, 
all thinge were produced, each with its owa 
color and shape, but in confusion for: want 
of names. Even heaven and earth. them- 
selves knew not how fo style these untill an 
inepired man arose and gave appropriate 
names to al) things, so that the high parts, 
the low parts, moving creatures and growing 
plants might thus be distinguished from one 
another. Above were the eun, moon, wind, 
thunder, rain, dew, ice, and snow; below 
were rivers, seas, mountains, hills, plants, 
trees, birds, and beasts; in the middle were 
the affairs of man, with hie hoping# and meet- 
ings and the principles of things, now mans- 
fest, now vague, unformed by the influence

} Mr, Jones marriéd Mis# Jane Gratiame in 
1863. His Wife died in 1906. After the’Chi-. 
Gago fire hé was one of the*most useful men 
in Chicago because of his long acquaintance 
with land titles ahd the eamcoyes records of 
Cook colinty real estate. 

Mr, Jones was aldérman of the Third ward 
during the administration of Mayor John U 
Haines. He was supervisor ot the south town 
during the war, in charge of Camp Douglas 
when it waa retstablished, trusteé of a num- 
ber Of staté institutions, and held ottices in 
the New York nootety and in the Pioneers of 
Chicago.

Mrs. Blaine Pleads for Children, 


‘Chicago ts a city built for “ grownups” and 
the welfare of children its sadly neglected. This 
declaration was made yesterday by Mrs. Em- 
mons Blaine before the Chicago ‘Womans club 
in Music hall,'Fine Arts building. The subject 
was “The Child Welfare Exhibit and Its Sig- 
nificance,” Other speakers were Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, Miss Sophonisba Breckinridge, 
and Sherman C, Kingsley. ‘Jane Addams was 
in charge, 

“The children are dragged into city life,” 
said Mrs, Blaine. “Their real home is in the 
country. They are forced to wander in an ele- 
ment which is not theirs. Outside-of the 
Schools there is‘no place for them to play. We 
should have 300 playgrounds instead of seven- 
teen or eighteen, 

“We do not allow the street cars to be so 
overcrowded as to inconvenience gdults, but 
there is no limit to the overcrowding of the 
schools. ‘We would not allow adults to risk 
their lives running up and down the streets. 
but we let the children do it and make no at- 
tempt to find them a better place. 

“We have libraries for adults, but we don’t 


attempt to make an historical play, claiming 
only to show “a picture of the days—not so 
very long ago—in which Disraeli lived, and 
some of the racial, social, and political preju- 
dices he fought against and conquered.” 

To be exact, the play is plotted in 1875, and 
pictures only @ few weeks out of Disraeli’s later 
life, about six years before his death, 

The author's reason for choosing this period 
is evident enough. The young Disraeli, with 
his brocaded waistcoats, his brooches and massy 
chains, his morning cane, and his evening cane, 
was a picturesque figure; but there was noth- 
ing ‘dramatic about him. The Disraeli of middle 
life, playing opposite to Gladstone (they seem 
created for dramatic purposes) against a com- 
plicated political -and social background, may 
one day be the hero of historical drama at its 
greatest; but the time is not yet. 

> 

As for the Disraeli of the Suez canal scheme, 
he is an alluring hero for high comedy. He 
dreams in empires, merely to give the public an 
occasional sensation. He dickers with the 
khedive of Egypt and buys the key to India 
amid roars of popular applause, though nothing 
in particular comes of the barguin in the end. 
With infinite flourish he bedecks his queen with 
her new ‘title, empress of India, though as soon 
as the excitement subsides, the whole nation 
feels such addition superfiuous to the ancient 
style of the English sovereigns. He extorts con- 
cession from Russia by menace which has floth- 
ing back of it. His triumphs often prove, when 
stripped of his own grandiloquent p rasing, to 
be clear cases of much ado about nothing. 

Not that the play before me is high comedy. 
The author shows no intention of keeping to 
that form throughout, though it ts possible that 
he takes the comedic view ‘now and then, where 
American audiences fat) to see the point. But 
as one turns the printed pages, it is evident 
that this late period in the great Jew’s career 
seems quite the best that could be chosen for 
revival upon the stage of today. .

THE TRIUMPH OF REASON. 

_ There is more moral than national sig- 
nificance in the election returns from the 
country at large. The Republicans lost the 
governorship of Massachusetts again, but 
they recovered the legislature of New Jer- 
sey, and seem to have gained the governor- 
ship of Maryland. 

The New York assembly again is Repub- 
lican; Kentucky agai is Democratic. Ohio 
cities went Democratic or Socialistic. Tam- 
many was given a scare in New York City. 


was lost in Maryland. A progressive Repub- 
lican was defeated by a Democrat in a Re- 
publican congressional district of Kansas. 
New Mexico was carried by Democrats 
and progressive Republicans. 

Any attempt to use these returns as the 
basis for a reckoning in national politics 
would be futile—as well hold up a wet fore- 
finger in a whirlwind to ascertain the direc- 
tion of the wind. 

In nearly every important election there 
was an issue of public morals and public 
decency. The voters applied their reason to 
it. Observe results: 

Philadelphia upset a Republican organi- 
zation which, under the guidance of United 
States Senator Penrose and State Senator 
MeNichol, had ruled with a high hand. Re- 
form has run against stone walls in Penn- 
sylvania often enough, but this time it broke 
through. To be sure, Wilham S. Vare, dis- 
gruntied organization man, threw votes ito 
Blankenburg, the independent Republican 
supported by the Democrats. The some- 
times apathetic citizens of Philadelphia 
saw the chance to drive through that break 
in the organization and did it. 

Tammany methods of dealing with the 
judiciary had been revealed strikingly. 
Murphy’s methods of handling a Demo- 
cratic legislature had been shown. The 
voters took the legislature away from him 
and from the Democratic state organiza- 


| tion, nearly defeated his judges—actually 


defeating them in Kings county—and broke 
his control of the board of aldermen, 

In Cincinnati the statement of Cox that 
he had retired from politics was not be- 
lieved. President Taft's indorsement of 
the Republican candidates did not square 
them. A Democrat was elected mayor. 

The re@lection of Foss in Massachusetts 
comes more nearly having national impor- 
tance than the result of any other election 
in the east, unless it were the failure of 
Gov. Wilson gt New Jersey to retain a 
Democratic legislature, but in Massachu- 
setts the Republicans elected the other state 


: 


officers and retained the legislature. 

Gov. Foss made his campaign on the tar- 
iff and Senator Ledge and the Republican 
organization accepted the issue. Foss wins, 
but the other Democratic candidates are 


defeated. The result indicates a personai

San Francisco rebelled qucseestehy

It gives us great pleasure to publish your letter 
im part. It displays a strength of righteous fee!- 
ing concerning one of the most important health 
Problems of the day, a problem which deals with 
the foundation of national vitality. 

It is no detraction from the value of your letter 
to say that, while you have strongly emphasized 
some of the factors In the situation, you have 
entirely overlooked others of perhaps equal or 
greater importance. It may be that the personal 
and more immediate issie had claimed your first 
attention and overshadowed the other issues in- 
volved. It is mot alone a question of ‘nursing— 
not even of breast feeding. 

The first essential is to be well born, of sober, 
healthy parents; of a mother who begins mother- 
ing her infant just as soon as she becomes con- 
scious of its existence. Next to that comes the 
woeful overcrowding that exists where babies have 
‘a habit of showing up. Overcrowding, with the 
attendant dirt and filth, are the pernicious agents 
that vitiate and snuff out baby lives. 

Now as to nursing—the most sacred of human 
functions, the very halo of motherhood. Mothers 
who do not nurse their babies are divided into three 
classes: Those who are physically unable to do 


so; those who but will not; and those who can 
and would, but"whom society will not let suckle 
their babies. 


There is a considerable number whose nursing 
functions are seriously interfered with by ill 
health end improper physical conditions. The 
second class of mothers, those who can but will 
not nurse their babies, is, fortunately, small. 
There still are some who divorce their babies just 
as soom as they can, and forsake the joy of mother- 
hood for vain and idle pleasures. 

Fven with this class the fashion pendulum is 
beginning to swing in the right direction, and 
many women are now boasting of the fact that they 
are nursing their babies. An interesting instance 
in point is the Queen of Spain, who has nursed all 
her children. Where the Issue is chiefly personal, 
as it ts with this class of mothers, it can be reme- 
died by education, personal appeal, and public 
opinion. 

The third class is the largest; here is where the 
real issue Iles. What can we do to release the 
working mother from shop and factory and have 
her employ her.energies in race building? In 
some of the European countries the municipalities 
and the large employers of labor have established 
nurseries near the factory where the mothers are 
employed, so that they can nurse their babies at 
proper intervals. 

Laws also are in effect in some countries—notice- 
ably Switzerland and Hungary—that compel the 


mothers to remain at homé for at jeast two months 
after the child is born, and a certain sum is paid 
© them by the state In order that they may be able 
odo so, The pensioning of mothers is becom- 
rat a e0ciologica!l problem of great importance 
that we will be called upon to solve within the next 
few years. 
To sum up, the problem is of first importance, 
and cannot be sidetracked. Personal effort, edu- 


- Cation, the reawakening of the natural materna! 


instinct will do much to help solve it. In its 
largest sense, however, the problem deeply rami- 
fies throughout the entire fabric of modern life.

After a cold“flas been 
contracted it is of service in getting rid of it. 
It ia difficult to say what is meant by catarrh 
of the stomach or of any other part of the body. 
No one would be justified in taking salicylate 
for what he might call catarrh of the stomach.

of Washington, D. C., in marrying on 
the 23d inst. at Edinburgh, Miss Mariel 
MacGregor, is leading to the altar 
the sister of the chieftain of his clan, 
for the Magruders of the United States are 
in reality MacGregors. The now widowed 
Lady Abinger, daughter of the late Commo- 
dore George A. Magruder of the United States 
navy, and niece ef Gen. J. B. Magruder of 
civil war fame, was so well aware of this 
that when, after her marriage to the third 
Lord Abinger, a son was born to them, she 
insisted upon giving him the name of Mac- 
gregor, as that of her family. 

The present chief of the Clan Macgregor 
is the fifth baronet of his line, a captain of 
the royal navy, and unmarried. His father 
was the late Admiral Sir Malcolm Macgregor 
and his mother, a daughter of the ninth Earl 
of Antrim. Inasmuch as another of the 
chieftain’s sisters, Margaret, is the wife of 
the Earl of Mansfield, Prof. Magruder is 
becoming, through his marriage, related to 
quite a number of the historic houses of the 


British aristocracy.

The clan to which both he and his bride-to- 
be belong is one of the oldest of Scotland, a 
clan which furnished to Sir Walter Scott 
the hero of his famous historical romance, 
“Rob Roy,” a clan which on ac- 
count of its turbulence and unruliness 
was subjected in the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, to one of the most 
unique pieces of legislation to be found in 
the annals of any of the civilized countries 
of the world. 

After a bloody clan battle between the 
| Macgregors and the Colquhouns at Glen 
Fruin—that is to say. the glen of sorrow— 
which was characterized by the utmost feroc- 
| ity, the — vict orlous Macgregors putting 
/ every one of their adversaries to the sword, 
a law was passed, dated April 3, 1603, bear- 
ing the signature of James VI. of Scotland 
{James I. of Great Britain}, wiping. out 
‘of existence the very name of Macgtegor 
‘and decreeing the penalty of death for any 
‘one*calling himself Macgregor. 
|, This lew was subsequently confirmed by 
ian act of parliament in 1617, which even 
\went so far as to extend the penalty of death 
to any of the former Macgregors who should 
presume to assemble in greater numbers 
‘than four. Im fact, every effort was made 
to blot out the Clan Macgregor, and outlaws, 
with the hand of every one against them, 
thousands of them were put to death, both by 
the sword and on the scaffold. 
| At the restoration. Charles II., by reason 
of the services which the Macgregors had 
rendered to his cause under other names than 
their own, annulled the various laws against 
the clan. But a few years later they were re- 
é¢nacted and remained in force until the early 
part of the nineteenth century.

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Throughout the 200 years that had elapsed 
between the bloody battle of Glen Fruin and 
the final repeal of the laws against the Mac- 
gregors, the latter had assumed the names 
of the clans among whom they sought refuge 
and of the lairds whore protection they had 
obtained, some of them becoming Drum- 
tmonds, others Campbells, others Grahams, 
and others again Stuarts. while the hered- 
if chieftains of the Clan Macgregor took 
he name of Murray. 

It was not until 1822 that the then chieftain, 
who had won much military fame and a

The new Nizam of Hyderabad’s visit to the 
United States three years ago seems to have 
benefited the great vassal state—much larger 
than France—over which he reigns in India, 
subject to the suzerainty of King George. 
He is inaugurating many reforms and ‘show- 
ing himself far more western in his ideas 
than his ultra-conservative father. Among 
other things he has repealed ‘the late nizam’s 
law forbidding, under the most drastic pen- 
alties, the publication of any newspaper, 
native or foreign, within the borders of his 
dominions. 

In spite of the size of the state and of the 
greatness of the population, numbering 
some 15,000,000, the city of Hyderabad alone 
having 600,000 inhabitants, there was not 
‘until the accession ef the new nizam to the 
throne last summer a single new spaper pub- 
lished in the kingdom of Hyderabad, his 
father having entertained the greatest aver- 
slon to the press. 

He considered it to be an invention of the 
devil, since newspapers usually criticised 
those in authority, and he took the ground 
that his subjects could get along very well 
indeed without the news of the day. Now, 
however, newspapers and reviews are spring- 
ing up all over the country. 

The nizam’s full title of Nizam-ul-Mulk, 
means * organizer of the kingdom,” and ts 
derived from his ancestor, Asaf Jah, a Turco- 
man courtier, who in the early days of the 
eighteenth century was appointed by the 
Mogul emperor viceroy of Hyderabad. un- 
der the above title, and availing himself of 
the opportunities which the times afforded, 
converted his viceroyaity into a sovereignty.

England's supremacy over Hy derabad was 
iargely brought about by a romance, by the 
infatuation of one of the princesses of the 
reigning house for the English envoy, or 
resident, at the court of Hyderabad, Achilles 
Kirkpatrick by name, a little over a hundred 
years ago. 

Lord Wellesley, at the time governor gen- 
eral of India, was very angry with Kirkpat- 
rick and wanted to dismiss him. But the then 
nizam, who had4aken a Sreat fancy to Kirk- 

*patrick, espoused his cause and gave Lord 
Wellesley to understand that the restoration - 
of Kirkpatrick to favor, his retention in’ 
Office as resident and the governor general's 
approval of his marriage to the princess were 
conditiona] to his, the nizam’s, signing the 
treaty acknowledging the suzerainty of Great 
Britain,

VENTILATING STREET CARS. 


Chicago, Nov. 8.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—Your ability to help citizens of 
Chicago to secure needed improvemen?s 
has been demonstrated to the writer many 
times. He feels sure that you can help 
in the present case. 

The writer uses the Grand avenue city 
limits car to get from his work to his 
home at Mont Clare each day. He finds 
that the service is no better nor worse 
than other west side lines, with one ex- 
ception. The ordinary faults are matters 
of inconvenience, but in this case is a 
matter of health. ¢ 

During the dry weather the cars become 
so full of ftiying dust that it becomes 
néarly impossible to breathe. Several” 
times I have seen passengers go to the 
platform to relieve their lungs of the dust 
that was choking them. In answer to 
complaints the conductors always blamed 
the unpaved street for the dust. The fact 
that one car would be free from dust 
while the next one would be filled, and the 
fact that the platforms were nearly al- 
ways free from dust, led me to investi- 


| gate, with the result that I found the dust 
did not come in through open windows or 


doors, but used these openings for exit. 
One morning while sitting in the for- 
ward part of a car I noticed a cloud of 
dust pouring out of the ventilator under 
the long seats at front of the car and 
making its way to the ventilator at top 
of the car. I spoke to the motorman of 
my discovery and asked if he knew the 
reason of it. He told me that some time 
ago the company experimented on a new 
system of ventilation for the cars. An 
opening was made in the floor of the car 
through which the air was sucked in by 
motion of the car, and after passing 
be discharged 
through open ventilator at top of car. 
Only a few cars were fixed this way, be- 
cause the system did not prove satisfac- 
tory and was dropped. These discards 
were put out on this run, where the people 
are so glad to see a car come alouw after 
a twenty minutes’ wait that they are will- 
ing to ride on most any old kind of a ear.

STORE AND FLATS SOLD. 

| Big Loans Made on North and 

South Side Properties; 
Residence Purchased. 


The Torrens system:is likely to become 
an issue In the Cook county real estate board 
as it was several years ago in the Chicago 
real estate board. A few weeks ago the 
former organization approved the report of 
a special committee favoring a wider use of 
the system and giving greater publicity to 
it. Now a specia] meeting has been called 
for Tuesday afternoon to reconsider the 
former action and an effort will be made, it 
is said, to secure a reversal of the board's 
former action. 

The merits and demerits of the system 
formed the subject of discussion at the weekly 
luncheon of the board yesterday at Hotel 
La Salle, Simon Straus, the attorney, speak- 
ing in opposition and Charles T. Farson, 
examiner of titles in the Torrens office, speak- 
ing in favor of the system. 

Mr. Straus termed the system [logica] and 
impracticable. He said it had received but 
little interpretation from the courts, which is 
one of the troubles regarding it. He 
said at the rate at which the courts of Cook 
county had adjudicated cases for forty years 
it would take 150 years of continuous pro- 
ceedings to register the 2.000.000 parcels of 
land in the county, but that as a matter of 
fact it has cut but little figure in rea! estate 
transfers. as shown by the figures of the re- 
corder’s office. 


Says Attacks on System Fail. 

Mr. Farson said the opponents of the sys- 
tem had been doing a great deal of talking 
regarding what direful things were going 
to happen to the system, none of which 
had happened up-to date. They were 
especially solicitoug regarding the indem- 
nity fund which they asserted would 
be knocked to pleces, whereas not one cent 
hac been taken from the fund of $20,000 
which had accumulated. He declared it to be 
more expeditious and cheaper then the oid 
system, that little of the time of the courts 
was taken by the proceedings necessary to 
the registering of properties and that the 
$25 paic comprised all the expenses. Under 
‘he old System there was continuous and 
increasing charges on the part of the ab- 
stract companies to be met.

Wipe Out 90 Per Cent of Assess- 
ments on Capital. 


COMPLETE YEAR’S -WORK. 


Over 700 Corporations Complain That 
System Means ‘‘Doubie Taxation.’’ 


Protests from hundreds of corporations 
against the present system of capital stock 
taxation in lilinois resulted yesterday in the 
wiping out of a majority of the stock assess- 
ments named by the board of assessors when 
the complainants presented their arguments 
before the board of review. 

In other cases complaints that the system 
smounted to ‘double taxation,’ or that it 
imposed a tax simply on good will or on 
stock without earning power, resulted in 
ths placing of a nominal figure. Many of the 
larger corporations, however, presented no 
Protest and the assessments against them 
Were confirmed by the board. 


Hear Cases of 700 Corporations. 

The year’s work of the board was com- 
pleted when at the close of the day com- 
plaints from 700 corporations, whose total 
capital stock was assessed at an estimated 
valuation of $10,000,000, had been heard. The 
reports of the assessors had placed a total! 
assessed valuation of $38,000,000 against the 
capital stock of corporations, calculated as 
the difference between the capital stock 
values and the tangible property. 

Reviewer Fred W. Upham marked “no 
assessment ™ on the record of the §500000 
essessment of Sears, Roebuck & Co, on the 
pleh that the company is now a New York 
corporation. 


Big Assessments Canceled. 

The $90,000 assessment against the Scully 
Steel and Iron company was also wiped out 
on the plea off double taxation. The Mc- 
Guire-Cumming Manufacturing company 
was assessed at $90.000, but this was reduced 
to $1000 because the company’s property is 
taxed at Paris, IIL, 
earnings from the car manufacturing busi- 
ness last year amounted to only $17,000 on a 
capitalization of $900,000. 

A $150,000 assessment against the Illinois 
fteel company was confirmed, as also was 
that of the Cudahy Packing company of 
$100,000. “No assesament’’ was decided 
upon for the Link Belt company, assessed at 
$200,000, and for the Illinois Collieries com- 
pany, assessed at $100,000. It was estimated 
that “no assessment” was pronounced in 
90 per cent of the cases. 


Reply to Maxwell Edgar.
